= Butto tie Purpoie, ſon:2 days fince Depoſitions having been made by one 
Keelm? (whe, as Heaven would have it, was altogether Reftlefs rill he had 
Diſſmboged the dire Scaver) that a Helliſh and Damnable Conſpiracy had for 
2 lon time bun Brooding: and carried on by ſeveral of the Dilaffe&d partv, 
many of which he Namcd, and depoſed likewile the [cycral Circumſtances, fo 
tar as his knvlyi doe Retained, tliart attended the Damnable Conſpiracy, ro 
»doubr laid d-cp to deprive true Loyaliſts of all they hold dear on this fide 
Heavens vp 1 wich Depoſition, one Mr, Fe a Councillor at Law, and one 
who formurly was Active in the benalt of Srephen Colledge, had his Chamber 
Seiz'd by Ocdcr of the Sccretary ot Stare, and divers Papers ſecurcd by the 
Olfcers |n1ployed ro that purpoſe, many of which contained marters of Dan- 
Ccrous Contrquence, tading to the Countenancins Sedition and Rebellion, @&c. 
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Upon Notice of which, He the ſaid Mr. Weſt, Conncellor at Law, for ſome time 
Abfſconded Himſelf; but being moved by the ſence of his unnatural Com- 
bination againſt his Soveraign, He expreſſed a Deep, and palt doubt, an un- 
ſeigned ſorrow for his Offence which he diſcovering to his Father-In-Law, 
who is doubtleſs a Man of unbiafled Principles, He adviſed him to throw 
himſelf atthe Feet of that Majeſty, which in ſo High a Nature He had Offended, 
but he not daring to Approach ſuch Innate goodneſs, againſt whom He had 
cauſeleſly conſpired, 'before his Artonement was in ſome meaſure made, He 
by his Agents, if not in Perſon, applied himſelt to the worthy, (and of un- 
queſtionable Loyalty) Sr. George Jefferies chiet Juſtice of the Countie Palatine 
of Cheſt-r, and His Majeſties Serjeant at Law, &c. Humbly Beſeeching him 
to Interceed with His Majeſty, that Fountain of mercy, for his Pardon, and 
confiding in ſuch his Interceſſon, and His Majeſties never-failing compaſſion 
to thoſe that Sincerely confeſs their Offences, he ſurrendered Himſelf into the 
hands of Juſtice, and this day being the 234. of ehis Inſtant June, attended 
the Honourable Privy Council (for thav and other Important conſiderations) 
Afembled at Hampton Gourt, upon Examination he laid open ( according to our

volved themſelves, but Heaven not permitting ſo greata wickedneſs, prevent- 
ed it moſt miraculouſly, as is conjeRured, by his Majeſties unexpected De» 
parture from New-M ayket upon the breaking out of the late dreadful Fire 
in that Town, which Conflagration cauſed his Majeſty and Royal Higneſs ro 
depart, and vake their way to Cambriage : In this deſign many were Involved, 
as by ſome Papers Setzed appears, and upon diſcovery of which, divers are 
Fled, not cannot be yer found,divers Meſſengers have been Impowered to appre- 
hend them, and of this pernicious number, Mr, Gooderourh late under Sheriff 
for the City of London, &0. Is ſhrewdly ſuſpetted for one, as allo a Lawyers 

Son of note, but till the Wiſdom of the Nation (in Council Aﬀembled ) * 
make a further Progreſs in this happy and timely diſcovery, I ſhall acqui- 
eſce, wiſhing that all ſuch as either in thought or deed attempr the hurt of His 
molt Sacred Majeſty, may undergoe the Puniſhment due to. the worſt of
